When Baseball Collides 
With History 


Having a major-league ballpark 
is a coveted municipal status symbol of 
the 90s. But when a new baseball 
stadium has to be insinuated into a 
historic downtown area, an 
in-your-face rhubarb is sure to erupt.

n three dozen downtown acres once covered by a sprawling rail 
yard and unglamourous 19th-century warehouses, Denver is 
inserting a 43,000-seat ballpark called Coors Field. From the 
bleachers, two years from now, spectators will watch a newly 
invented team, the Colorado Rockies, play ball against a dramatic 
backdrop of Rocky Mountains and Denver skyscrapers. And the 
park — by HOK Sport, of Camden Yards in Baltimore fame — is 
either an architectural godsend or a nightmare, depending on whom in Denver 
you ask. 

Some observers complain that the Field’s construction wiped out nearly a 
dozen serviceable buildings on the site, and that it may induce a wave of nearby 
demolition as neighbors prepare for potential parking-lot profits. More en- 
thused locals say that the Field’s design pays at least some homage to its

Finding Your Niche in 
the Paneling Market 


Craftspeople approach the construction of paneled interiors 
with different methodologies. Make sure you match the project — 
its scope and budget — with the appropriate fabricator.

Agreed: The more carefully specs are determined at the beginning of a project 
— depth of profiles, joinery detail, wood species, finish — the fewer problems 
will occur later on. 

But how to select one paneling supplier over another? Here are four 
different craftspeople who each approach paneling fabrication in a slightly 
different way. 

Peter Strasser, president of his Monsey, NY, company of the same name, 
has spent most of his professional career working on historic restorations. He 
excels with clients who are educated and know what they want. He has 
informal guidelines for how one can discern high-quality craftsmanship: 

Look at previous work. (1) Gently rub your hand over the finish: Did they 
sand between layers of finish? (2) Look at the moldings: Do planer marks show? 
(3) With wainscot, paneling, and windows, check the scale of the room: Do the 
proportions seem correct? (4) What is the detail in the inside corner; and was it 
sensitively thought through? (e.g. are there equal width stiles at all corners?) 
That’s where problems will show if the job has not been properly laid out. 

Choosing wood. Choices are flat-sawn, rift-sawn, and quarter-sawn. In 
Strasser’s opinion, the best combination of grains and allowance for wood 
movement is rift-sawn rails and stiles and quarter-sawn panels. 

Are you painting or staining? If you're painting, pine or poplar are 
perfectly adequate. For staining, grainier woods create a richer visual texture. 

John McCary, of M.L. Condon Company, Inc., finds that problems arise 
when clients either aren’t sure of what they want; don’t have a sense of what 
the room should look like ultimately; or don’t have a good understanding of 
classical proportions. "The pencil can draw some wonderful things, but if you 
don’t understand wood, you don’t know what can actually be made." But, he 
reassures, "We try to make sure we knock all the bugs out before we get started."

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sample can be duplicated because they grind their own knives. (Sometimes they 
come across a pattern that can’t be made in one piece, however.) Condon’s other 
strength is that they can fabricate in woods "from ash to zebra;" they have found 
a strong demand for exotics. 

Fred Gutnick, president of Executive Woodsmiths, has determined not to 
use solid-wood panels because the movement can be vast from side to side. 
"Unless you have perfect climate control, you can’t guarantee that panels won’t 
crack or split or that paint jobs won’t be ruined." So he uses a veneer-core 
plywood panel with applied edge molding in a cope-and-stick solid-wood 
frame. The middle is very stable, and he can use up to a 4 ft. x 8 ft. panel. Because 
the majority of the work that he does is painted, he uses mostly poplar with 
birch. For stain grade, he’ll use birch, red oak, cherry, or mahogany. 

His way of avoiding problems is to have the client provide measurements 
from a checklist he submits, and then he cuts the panels 1 in. larger for trimming 
on site since "no building is perfectly plumb." 

John Conrad Bernstein, president of his own company, which also bears 
his name, was trained in architectural history. So when he got into the paneling 
business, he brought with him authentic tools of the period: 18th- and 19th-c. 
planes, chisels, and mallets, because he finds it hard to achieve an authentic 
“period look" with modern machinery. For most of his historic projects (which 
make up the bulk of his work anyway), he finds hand-tooling perfectly ade- 
quate (and surprisingly economical) for turning out yards of paneling. And, 
because most of his clients are professionals dealing with landmark properties, 
they know that part of the look of period woodwork is what happens to wood 
naturally, and they come to John for that.

Elegant Roofing 


Asphalt shingles are cheap. But they can’t compete 
with traditional slate, tile, metal, and wood roofs for 
texture, visual richness, and emotional appeal.

The roofing industry has recently shown growing appreciation of traditional 
materials. For example, 15 years ago, it was almost impossible to find a 
contractor who could repair slate and tile roofs — or replace in kind. The 
situation is much better today, as the following pages will demonstrate. 

But the ill-informed contractor is still out there. An acquaintance in the 
roofing tile business relates this recent case history: "I was called in to look at 
a 1920’s tile roof on an expensive suburban estate. The roof was in basically 
good condition. Some tiles needed replacing, but it would have only taken 
about $10,000 and tender loving care to put it back in shape. The next time I 
saw the job, a roofing contractor had been brought in and declared the roof 
unsalvageable. He tore off and discarded ALL the original tiles. Now the owner 
is facing a re-roofing bill of at least $200,000 to put back something that won’t 
look as good as what he had two months ago." 


THE HIGH ART OF BIRDPROOFING€

Good quality slate and tile should last at least 75 to 100 years. (Ludowici- 
Celadon, Inc., for example, has just increased the warranty on its clay roof tile 
products from 50 to 75 years. See p. 50) So when somebody says of a slate or 
tile roof, "That roof can’t be saved," best get a second opinion — and a third and 
a fourth. 

If total replacement is called for, or if you want a traditional look on a new 
building, just about any historic roof material or pattern can be reproduced 
today — if the budget permits. On the following pages are a cross-section of 
suppliers of traditional roofing materials and specialty contractors who are 
experienced with historic roofs. , 


PREVAILING OVER PERSISTENT PIGEON 


While compiling our SourceList of roofing specialties, it became clear there was 
a good deal of confusion among building professionals about the fine points of 
bird control. To help provide some greater understanding of this complex area, 
we talked to some of the major players in bird control and report our findings 
below. AN 


Know your birds, know your products — and know how the Le" 
will interact with your building. 


An architect called our offices recently looking for a recommendation on a 
birdproofing product he could paint on a church exterior to repel pigeons. "I 
know all about that wire stuff," he said, "but I need something that is 
inexpensive and easy to apply." 

We had to tell him that, in our opinion, he was on the wrong track. On 
historic buildings with a lot of architectural ornament, birdproofing is an art 
requiring considerable expertise. It’s not just a matter of specifying a product 
and then letting a roofer or the maintenance superintendent take it from there. 
The skill lies in knowing which building elements need protection, which pests 
will be encountered, and which product will offer the most protection with 
the least visual intrusion. Often, successful birdproofing of a large historic 
building will involve the use of two or more different products. 

Further, we told our caller, the chemical "hot foot" bird repellents he was 
seeking — even if not prohibited by local animal protection regulations — 
are of limited value in our estimation. The effectiveness of the chemical 
diminishes within a year, and paint-on repellants have been known to stain 
masonry buildings. In our opinion, we told our caller, chemical repellents 
should not be considered for any building with historic value. As for sonic 
devices, we have yet to hear of a successful long-term installation on a major 
building. 

Among the successful birdproofing systems are those using stainless steel 
needles and wires. The best known of the stainless steel systems is Nixalite, 
which has a long track record and is now available in 5 models. Among the 
other proven products in the U.S. market are the Depigeonal, Birdwire, and 
Springuard systems from Europe. 

In addition to the stainless steel systems, birdproofing professionals will 
also use netting in certain areas, as well as proprietary pin-and-wire systems 
that they adapt to the particular situation. The Scare-Eye (an inflatable vinyl 
sphere with huge silver mylar eyes and a tail) can also be used with good 
effect in special situations for limited durations. 

But there are some cases where there is no satisfactory birdproofing 
method. John Pace, General Manager of Bird Master Bird Control Systems, 
Woburn, Mass., recalls the time his company was working on the Lincoln 
Memorial. "We had successfully installed inconspicuous birdproofing on the 
structure itself. But then we were asked what we could do to keep pigeons 
from perching on Lincoln’s statue. We replied that there was no birdproofing 
method that wouldn’t detract from the figure. The only satisfactory system 
for the statue itself was regular cleaning." 

Jack Wagner, President of Birdbusters, Washington, D.C., is a former 
roofing contractor who has installed a lot of birdproofing over the past 30 
years. During the course of numerous birdproofing projects, Jack became 
impressed with the Depigeonal and Birdwire systems . . . so much so that he 
is now a full-time distributor of these two products. 


Wagner is especially enthusiastic about the Birdwire system. The system 
consists basically of stainless steel pins spaced about 5 ft. apart, with a 
nylon-covered stainless steel wire stretched between the pins. The height of 
the pins and spacing between rows of wire varies with the bird pest being 
controlled. Among the advantages claimed for the pin-and-wire system are: 
(1) Minimal debris collection; (2) Low visual intrusion; (3) Low installed cost. 

Pin-and-wire systems won’t control all sizes of birds simultaneously, 
however, and are said to require more expertise to install successfully than 
the needle-type systems. 

John Gellerstedt of Nixalite of America, Moline, Ill., points to the long 
track record of the Nixalite stainless steel needle system in deterring a wide 
size-range of birds and other pests. Having seen many successful birdproof- 
ing installations over the years, along with failures, Gellerstedt stresses the 
importance of installing birdproofing products in strict accordance with 
manufacturer’s directions. "Birds are amazingly persistent,” he emphasizes. 
"If they can get a toehold in any small unprotected area, they will start 
accumulating nesting material and will soon cover over any birdproofing 
system." 

Since stainless steel is a relatively expensive material, there is a natural 
tendency on the installer’s part to use as little product as possible. "The #1 
installation problem I’ve seen," declares Gellerstedt, "is the installer trying to 
protect too big an area with too little material." 

John Pace of Bird Master agrees on the importance of the installer. 
"Birdproofing a complicated historic building is not a task for novices," he 
declares. "Most of the failures we see are caused by roofers or building 
managers who just don’t know about birds," Pace says. "Our philosophy is 
to use the least amount of birdproofing that will solve the problem. But in 
order to get away with the minimum amount of visually intrusive material, 
the installer has to have detailed knowledge of the habits of the birds being 
controlled and how they interact with the building." 

Bird Master designs, manufactures, installs, and sells a proprietary pin- 
and-wire system called Springuard. Manufactured in the U.S., Springuard 
has been used successfully on historic buildings in the U.S. for over 4 years. 
(Pin-and-wire systems have a 25-year track record in England.) Bird Master 
will either design and install an entire system, or will sell its Springuard 
product separately, along with technical advice on installation. 

Building managers will also want to observe how birdproofing is being 
attached to the building. Mechanical fasteners are the most reliable and 
long-lasting — but they require penetrating the building surface. Silicone 
adhesives can also be used, but they require meticulous surface preparation 
to be effective. Here again, the skill and attention to detail on the part of the 
installer are paramount.

Weathervanes & Finials: Lofty Considerations 


BY SARON GARBE

Advances in modern meteorology offer more accurate means of forecasting 
than weathervanes. But many weathervanes still hold exalted community 
status atop the highest spires of a town. Many more are being added to the 
rooftop stratum by consumers looking for ways to personalize their property. 
Like vanity plates on vehicles, weathervanes offer a unique outlet for com- 
municating the predilections of a building’s occupants. For corporatations, they 
become another forum for advertising a company’s products or logo. 

Travis Tuck, a metal sculptor who specializes in custom weathervanes, 
describes three levels of quality in dimensional weathervane production 
analogous to the differences between mass-produced prints, silkscreened

prints, and paintings. The first are machine-stamped into molds and retail from 
$100 to $150. The second level are hand-hammered into molds and range in 
price from $300 to $600, and finally there are the unique repousse pieces which 
are worked from behind on wooden forms with hammers and chisels, and 
typically cost between $2,500 to $6,000, while going as high as $15,000. 

Tuck notes that one of the most important things to consider when ordering 
a weathervane is how it will be mounted. The less expensive, mass-produced 
models may not include suitable mounting hardware.

We provide lots of ways for you to get product information from 
TRADITIONAL BUILDING. But we can’t do much with requests like this one.

About once a month, we get a call from one of 
our subscribers saying that he or she sent in a 
Product Information Card, and then never 
heard anything. 

When this happens, I personally look into 
our data files to see if we processed the request. 
(We do all our data processing in-house, so this 
is a relatively simple procedure.) In 9 out of 10 
of these cases, there is no record of ever having 
processed a card from the subscriber. This 
means either: 

(1) The original card went astray in the 
mail; or 

(2) The requester was one of those folks 
who carefully writes in the numbers of the 
brochures he or she wants — and then neglects 
to give us a name and address. In the case of 
the card shown right, for example, all we can 
tell from the postmark is that it was mailed from 
Santa Ana, Calif., on February 19. 

So, at the risk of belaboring the obvious, if 
the product literature doesn’t arrive when you 
expect it, please consider some of the above 
possibilities before deciding that we are utterly 
disorganized.

Four Ways To Get Information 


We provide a number of ways to get additional 
information about products or services that ap- 
pear in TRADITIONAL BUILDING. Because a 
number of questions about product literature 
have arisen in the past few months, the Editors kindly agreed to let me have 
some space to explain the operation of our product information system.

How The Product Information Card Works 


I thought it might be helpful to describe what happens to the Product Informa- 
tion Card after you drop it in the mail, so that you'll better appreciate the time 
constraints in the system. 

— Incoming Postcards are gathered into batches, and the names, addresses, 
and product information numbers are typed into the computer system. 

— Every 10 days, we do a processing. The system prints out pressure-sen- 
sitive mailing labels for every piece of literature requested, grouped according 
to supplier. 

— The long string of labels is broken apart in our mail room, and each batch 
is sent to the appropriate manufacturer. 

— When the batch of mailing labels is received by the supplier, the label is 
affixed to a mailing envelope and the brochure is sent on its way to you. 

It’s a simple, inexpensive system for the reader — but you can see why it 
takes a while for the literature to arrive. 


Other Reasons Literature May Not Arrive 


Besides the no-name cards mentioned above, there are a couple of other 
common problems that will prevent your getting the product literature you 
requested: 

(1) ILLEGIBLE HANDWRITING — It seems obvious, but a surprising 


| number of cards arrive with the name and/or address partially illegible. We 


make the best guesses we can — but sometimes our best guesses aren’t good 
enough to get the mail delivered. 

(2) EXPIRED POSTCARDS — The harsh realities of postage and processing 
costs require us to put an expiration date on every postcard, after which the 
product information numbers from that issue are expunged from our computer 
system. So it’s physically impossible to process expired cards. 

If you come across an old issue . . . and there are product brochures you 
want to send for . . . instead of using the Product Information Card, just consult 
the Advertiser Index at the front of the issue. You'll find the page numbers for 
all the companies in that issue which had been assigned Reader Service num- 
bers. Just write, call, or FAX those companies directly. 


I hope these few comments make TRADITIONAL BUILDING even easier for 
you to use! 
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THE ROOFS 


This issue features a listing of the leading 
suppliers of historic roofing materials. 
Here’s the story of a property manager 
who has a use for almost AZZ of those 
roofing products.

Jekyll Island, located midway between Savannah, Ga., and Jacksonville, Fla., is 
a virtual showcase of residential architectural styles, running chronologically 
from 1898 to 1928. And according to the Superintendent of Historic Preserva- 
tion for Jekyll Island Museum (a division of the Jekyll Island Authority), F. 
Warren Murphey, the Island is also a showcase of maintenance headaches. 

Excedrin Headache #1 is roofs, which gnaw voraciously on the island’s 
restoration and maintenance budget. The majority of roofs on the U.S.’s South 
Atlantic coast are covered today in standard fiberglass shingles. They’re cheap 
and easy to install, but hardly suitable for the historic structures that make up 
the Jekyll Island Museum. 

On the island’s 33 historic structures, Murphey says he’s counted 25 dif- 
ferent roof materials and combinations, although they break down into three 
main categories: Wood shingles, ceramic tile, and metal. All three materials 
are costly to install and maintain — and the wood is relatively short-lived. Yet 
materials like Tidewater red cypress shingles, Ludowici ceramic tiles, and terne 
metal are critical to the historic integrity of these buildings. "This is a museum 
and we're trying to duplicate what was there originally," says Murphey. "If it 
were my own house, I'd probably make a different decision." 

The expensive cypress wood shingles have become Murphey’s own béte 
noire, because some roof areas have developed decay in less than a decade. "I’m 
at the point where I’m willing to look at other alternatives," he sighs. "I’m 
visiting other historic sites and even considering the possibility of switching to 
concrete shingles. They can provide the same approximate appearance . . . but 
then of course we have the question of weight." Up to this point, however, 
Murphey’s belief that the texture of cypress is critical to the historic look has

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resigned him to a more expensive solution for the sake of accuracy of the 
museum experience. "Museums are in the truth-telling business," he says. 


HOW JEKYLL ISLAND CAME INTO BEING 


The 240-acre island 60 miles south of Savannah was developed as a private 
hunting preserve after the Civil War by some of the nation’s wealthiest in- 
dustrialists, with names like Astor, Vanderbilt, Rockefeller, Baker, Morgan, 
Pulitzer, Teller, Goodyear, and Crane. In its heyday, it was said that 1/6th of 
the world’s wealth could be found sitting around the dining table on Jekyll 
Island. 

The club, limited to 100 members, retained architect Charles Alexander to 
design the Club House. Members then built their own "cottages," using such 
noted architects as Carrere & Hastings, Charles Alling Gifford, and David 
Adler. 

Although Jekyll Island can now be reached by a seven-mile causeway from 
Highway 17, it was originally accessible only by boat, affording the millionaires 
the privacy they sought. 

Compared to the palatial cottages in Newport, the Jekyll Island versions 
were small — averaging 7-9,000 square feet — and quite rustic in appearance. 
Paint analysis shows a partiality to natural browns and greens — quite ap- 
propriate for a hunting preserve, full of small game, boar and deer, as well as 
pheasants and quail bred in the off-season. 

Alas, after World War II, the once-fashionable resort fell into a steep decline 
and in 1947, the state of Georgia intervened and bought the whole island for a 
pittance. The state was primarily interested in the island as a public park, given 
its beaches and golf courses and so they ignored the buildings, which inevitab- 
ly began to decay. 

Luckily, in the 1960’s, the state began to take an interest in the structures. 
The Jekyll Island Authority courageously undertook a massive preservation 
project financed out of its own pocket. "They hired a retired civil engineer 
named Roger Beedle, who worked miracles. We have his journals and draw- 
ings. He did an admirable job — and remember, this was the early ’60’s, when 
Charleston was fighting its early preservation battles." 

A private consortium spent $20 million rehabbing the old Club House into 
a modern hotel, which is now operated by Raddison. The hotel became the 
impetus for a tourist industry that now includes 7 hotels, 350 private residences, 
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tennis courts, marinas, picnic areas, 
and 7 miles of beach. 

The island’s main source of 
revenue is from golfers, although sur- 
veys have shown the primary draw is 
the beach, followed by the historic dis- 
trict. Several buildings, including Faith 
Chapel, with its signed Armstrong and 
Tiffany windows, have been restored, 
and tram tours are given of the historic 
area. 


UP ON THE ROOF 


But the buildings remain a continual 
challenge. Murphey’s annual budget 
averages about $320,000 for both main- 
tenance and restoration. And, of 
course, there are those ongoing roof 
problems. He’s already put new 
cypress shingles on the Rockefeller, 
DuBignon, and Mistletoe cottages. 
"We've installed about 220 squares of 
cypress in the past 9 years, but in some 
areas the insects and rot are taking 
their toll ahead of schedule." 

The relatively short life of the ex- 
pensive handmade cypress shingles ($8U0 per square installed, including felt, 
flashing, etc.) is a major drain on a budget that still has to deal with curatorial 
concerns like air filtration, ultraviolet screening, lead abasement, and low-VOC 
paint. 

Among other things, Murphey has had to re-engineer the way the cypress 
shingles are installed. ""You must have good air flow under the shingles so they 
will dry after a rain. The original roof system was fine. There was no sheath- 
ing; furring was applied to the rafters and shingles were nailed to the furring. 
But during the ’60’s, they filled in the spaces between the furring strips to create 
solid decking. But this restricted air flow." 

Murphey is now re-creating the original system. "We're putting 
waterproof members with new furring on top of the decking to reestablish good 
airflow. The problem is that this changes the roof height, which is especially 
noticeable at the dormer windows. But if you don’t have good airflow, decay 
is sure to follow." 

Then, of course, wood roofs raise the subject of fire protection, a serious 
concern on an island with a lot of lightning. Murphey’s approach has been to 
use a topical application of a fire retardant every few years, pointing out that 
in a serious fire no roof is safe. 

"We're concerned with sparks flying off a palm tree that’s been struck by 
lightning. The trick is making the roof retardant enough to give you 35 seconds 
for a spark to die." He also notes that most roofs are below the canopy of trees, 
and taller structures — like the chapel — have lightning protection. 

An additional problem is the low pitch of many of the roofs."Some have a 
pitch of only 3-1/2" per foot, which is marginal at best. The steeper the pitch 
the better, because the wood shingles shed water faster. Unfortunately, in this 
particular situation, the builders didn’t think about roof longevity. They were 
just after a certain look; the structures were not intended to be heirlooms." 


JEKYLL ISLAND’S METAL ROOFS 


Terne metal roofs are even more expensive than cypress — and Jekyll Island 
has its share of those as well. Murphey estimates a terne metal roof runs him 
$1,200 a square, installed. "And as Hurricane Hugo has shown, a high wind will 
take them right off. It doesn’t matter how it’s fastened or how good the code 
compliance is. A 100 m.p.h. wind can rip off a metal roof like the lid off a tin 
can." 

Unlike the relatively short-lived cypress shingles, terne metal roofs are 
known for their durability. But they present other problems. Metal expands 
and contracts in the southern heat more than adjacent walls and gutters, 
creating joint problems. Also, many of the metal roofs are flat, causing drainage 
difficulties. "Even if the original design called for a perfectly flat roof, I will alter 
that to create a slight pitch, even if it’s just 1/4" per foot," he says. "There is no 
way to justify a dead flat roof; it will leak no matter what miracle product you 
put up there." 

Murphey uses terne-coated stainless in all areas that originally had terne 
applications. This greatly increases longevity and reduces maintenance, but 
slightly increases the difficulty of soldering. "Soldering using a hand iron is not 
part of a standard roofer’s repertoire anymore. It may be a fading art, like 
plastering and fine brick work. Soldering stainless, even coated with terne;'he 
observes "is a little trickier than plain terne metal." 


THE TILE ROOFS 


The third type of roof on Jekyll Island is ceramic tile. This is certainly the most 
durable, but also quite expensive. It can also be described as a ‘local’ product, 
because the first Ludowici tiles were produced in Ludowici, Georgia, about 40 
miles away. The company eventually opened five plants across the country, 
including one in the Chicago area which produced the premium high-iron tile 
used on the Crane Cottage. 

This "cottage," designed in 1911 by David Adler, created a big flap at the 
time. The tradition was for Jekyll Island houses to be simple and rustic. 
Suddenly, there was a 16-bedroom home — with a bathroom for every 
oedroom. Not surprising, it was built by Mr. Crane, president of Crane Plumb- 
ing! 

This Mediterranean-style house featured whitewashed brick walls, a clay 
tile roof, and thick kelly-green shutters. "The roof tiles were small, tapered 
mission tiles with two glaze applications. The first was a coral color and the 
next had a flecking of whitish-green, so it took on a greenish tinge." When this 
‘oof needed to be repaired, a number of experts searched the Ludowici records 
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Designed in 1911 by David Adler, the 
Crane Cottage (built for the Crane 
plumbing family) sported a then-un- 
heard-of 16 bathrooms. The roof, 
shown here before the extensive 1992 
renovation, is made from small tapered 
custom-manufactured Ludowici mis- 
sion tiles. 


Early houses on Jekyll Island were based on designs from the north, which didn’t 
function well in the island’s southern climate. But the Porter-Claflin Cottage, c. 1912, 
shows the long windows and wrap-around porch so necessary in a sub-tropical 
climate. The house was restored in 1989-90, using 54 squares of Tidewater red cypress. 


in vain for this tile. "So it’s a fairly safe guess it was custom-made to go with the 
green shutters," he says. 

Since Crane Cottage is now the Administrative Building, it precipitated 
major distress when the roof started to leak. "We did a patch job two years ago, 
but it was time for serious work on that roof," Murphey says. Estimates from 
local tile contractors were in the neighborhood of $250,000. 

As an alternative, Murphey called upon Tile Roofs, Inc., of Belvidere, Ill. 
"Mary Raleigh flew down from Chicago to take a look, then worked out an 
arrangement to send a foreman and two of her workers to provide technical 
assistance. My crew worked under their supervision," he says. 

Another economy was to order a minimum of new tile— "Mary helped me 
determine how much" — and repair the roof using existing tile. For additional 
savings, the eight square of new tile were ordered without the flecking. "The 
new tile cost us about $1,800 a square and it could have been twice that with 
flecking." However, the base color is a good match and it was installed in an 
inconspicuous place. "We put it on the loggia where it'll be easy to get to if we 
can ever afford to replace it with the flecked variety." 

The work started Nov. 7 and finished Dec. 28. During that time, 126 squares 
of tile were removed and cleaned, the roof substrate cleaned and repaired with 
a new underlayment, and new battens, gutters, and flashings installed. Three 
flat copper roof surfaces were also re-fabricated and installed. 

This was a new experience for Murphey and his crew, who were more 
familiar with wood roofs. "When you work with wood, 30% of the time you 
have to cut shingles to fit. But you’re not supposed to cut tile. We learned that 
the secret of a good tile installation is in the layout. If you prepare properly, 
there’s not too much to it," Murphey says. The job came out well. "We've had 
a lot of rain recently and there’s been no problem. We're as delighted as we can 
be." After having to deal with so many other headaches, Murphey deserves a 
resounding success!“

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How It All 
Began 


Embarrassed by being located in the 
nation’s only major-league-baseball- 
free time zone, Colorado passed a .1% 
baseball tax in 1990 to support 
stadium construction. A major grant 
from Coors further spurred the 
project, and under the auspices of the 
cumbersomely named Denver 
Metropolitan Major League Baseball 
Stadium District, HOK developed a 
design for an extremely sensitive site: 
North Downtown, a slowly gentrify- 
ing oasis of warehouses. Spared 
urban renewal by just a few blocks, 
the district contains a cheerful mix- 
ture of design offices, brew pubs, loft 
housing, and decades-old manufac- 
turers and wholesalers with names 
like Denver Barrel & Drum and H Bar 
C Ranchwear. 

HOK’s original plans called for a 
somewhat frou-frou’d postmodern 
stadium skin, outright destruction of 
all buildings on site, and few street- 
enlivening storefronts. Denver 
citizens objected to the design’s anti- 
neighborhood stance; committees 
formed; and HOK flexibly changed 
its ways (as befits a firm responsible 
for both the forbidding Comiskey 
Park in Chicago and for Camden 
Yards, which is walled by sidewalk- 
pleasing see-through archways and 
by an eight-story 1905 railroad 
warehouse along one full facade). 
The city, too, responded fairly grace- 
fully to public concerns, imposing a 
neighborhood-wide demolition 
moratorium (which unfortunately 
was allowed to lapse for two weeks 
last fall, leading to four more lost 
buildings and lessened chances of a 
National Register Historic District 
listing; the moratorium lapses again 
this May.) 


How 
Compromises 
Ensued 


Working with the new committees of 
preservationists and other activists, 
HOK finally settled on a scheme that 
tries to please everyone. The skin is 
flat brick with some corbelling and 
some stone trim, to suit the low-key 
neighbors. It abuts the sidewalk on 
two sides (the other sides face rail 
yards), and at the sidewalk it features 
storefronts containing such year- 
round attractions (baseball will only 
be played 81 days annually) as gift 
shops and a rather premature Rockies 
museum. And the skin reaches only 
40 feet tall on its street sides, thanks 
to the hilly site, with a lacy tier of 
bleachers filled with old-fashioned 
green seats visible just above the 
skin’s top ridge. 

To create this quaint vision, nine 
vintage warehouses were lost, one of 
them graced with elegant neoclassi- 
cal medallions and garlands. (Known 
as the Purox Building, it was not to- 
tally destroyed but dismantled and 
set aside for potential reconstruction 
elsewhere, someday.) HOK sensibly 
argues that it could not build around 
or on top of the row — the structures 
were too low, unlike the warehouse 
at Camden Yards, and they posed 
fire-code and disabled-access 
problems — nor could it build be- 
hind: It would spoil the ball park’s 
potentially lively street wall. 

So all that will endure are Union 
Pacific Railroad’s 1920s "headhouse," 
a long storage shed with a bank-like 
becolumned facade; a 1934 one-story

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gas station, with neoclassical medal- 
lions at the cornice of its brick facade; 
and an utterly plain late-19th-century 
five-story warehouse, now the home 
of a firm called Student Movers. The 
headhouse will be left freestanding at 
one ball-park corner, and no one 
knows yet how it will be used (just 
like the 1865 train station at Camden 
Yards, which accommodates only the 
occasional party). The gas station will 
be moved to a ballpark corner and 
dolled up as a ticket booth. And Stu- 
dent Movers will stand barely visible 
as a section of the ball park’s brick 
facade, home for mechanical equip- 
ment and a restaurant. 

In short, the design has ended up 
downright confused, an obvious 
product of our still-ambivalent at- 
titude toward the most vernacular of 
vernacular. "It’s a compromise, and 
sometimes compromises do look like 
jackalopes," says Dana Crawford, the 
impassioned local developer respon- 
sible for saving such stellar Vic- 


toriana in Denver as Larimer Square. 


What All This 
Bodes 


Some Denver observers fear that 
Coors Field could set back the preser- 
vation and traditionally-minded 
new-construction movements by 
years. The irreverent incorporation of 
the Student Movers bulk, says local 
landscape architect William Wenk, 
"was almost an insult." Landscape ar- 
chitect Larry Gibson describes the 
Student Movers-preservation 
process as "sort of like, ‘here, we'll 
save something,’ so they saved the 
worst-looking one." Don Etter, 
former co-director of Denver’s Parks 
and Recreation Dept., calls Coors 
Field "part of our throwaway 
society,” since an all-concrete moder- 
nist stadium on Denver’s outskirts 
remains barely utilized (and offers 
acres of on-site parking, unlike North 


Downtown’s soon-to-be-possibly- 
overwhelmed streets). 

Yet there’s an undeniable chance 
that North Downtown could benefit 
from proximity to a ball park. Neigh- 
borhood activist Karle Seydel regrets 
the nine structures lost ("they could 
have been a beautiful forecourt to the 
stadium," he sighs), yet he happily 
reports a small frenzy of renovation 
activity by owners enthused about 
selling refreshments, chotchkes or 
even housing to baseball fans. "This 
has been absolutely forgotten Den- 
ver, totally unexplored,” he exults. 
And will it be worth the sacrifice? 
Will more good than harm come to 
North Downtown? Kathleen 
Brooker, head of Historic Denver, 
muses, "There are certainly things I 
would have liked to have seen done 
differently, but overall there’s such a 
positive feeling about having 
baseball downtown, making it an in- 
tegral part of downtown — let’s call 
my outlook, ‘guarded optimism.’"%

In 1989, we purchased the drawings 
and tooling of The Steinmetz Com- 
pany — producers of unusually fine 
detailed commercial-sized lighting 
fixtures in the early 20th century. 
This was a natural expansion for our 
craftsmen and expertise. All fixtures 
shown here were produced in our own 
plant. We welcome the opportunity 
to quote standard or special designs. 


E Frank Lloyd Wright designed this 
cast iron fixture for his 1905 renovation 
of The Rookery Building in Chicago. 
Ball & Ball was asked to renovate the 
10 original units — and supply 6 new 
ones to match. The pattern in the fix- 
ture matches the rest of the iron lace in 
the building. A 19" square cast iron, 
brass-plated canopy trails 8 cast brass 
chains, 6 ft. long, supporting a 30" 
square main body, which in turn holds 
4 corner globes and a central globe 
over and under the main body. 


Early 20th century hallway lighting by 
The Steinmetz Co. for the U.S. Capitol, 
Washington, D.C. Ball & Ball had all 
the original drawings on hand to 
produce two additional lights to match 
the originals. (This fixture is just one of 
many that Steinmetz produced for 
government buildings in Washington.) 
Main body is spun brass, 32" dia., fitted 
to cast brass border supporting lost- 
wax-Cast lion heads that hold 6 
electrified arms. Overall dia. 5 ft. Exact 
copies, larger, or smaller versions of 
this lamp are available on special order. 


E wall-mounted exterior light, 20" high 
and 13" across, produced from original 
Steinmetz Co. drawings. Hex-shaped 
cap, body, and base are made from 
cast brass. Glazing can be bent, hand- 
blown glass, or shatter-resistant plastic. 
In addition to exterior lighting, applica- 
tions for this light include accent light- 
ing for showrooms and passage 
lighting for corporate offices. 


E Lighting fixture made by The Stein- 
metz Co. to hang in a lower level hall of 
the U.S. Capitol. Made of cast brass, 
spun brass, and fluted brass tubing, it 
features etched glass on all 6 sides and 
bottom. It is 22" high to the column top, 
19" across. Center of the bottom is 
hinged for bulb changing. 


E Argand Lamp, c. 1800, reproduced 
for a restoration in Barbados. The fix- 
ture, 20" in diameter and 40 " high, is 
cast, sheet, and spun brass with hand- 
blown glass. As pictured, the fixture 
has been adapted to accommodate 2 
electric candles. 


E Custom lighting fixture made to client 
specifications with hand-forged iron 
body (rather than the brass tubing seen 
on most 19th-century reproductions).
